whose two story stone borne 
a half m ile from that place in Menal- 
ten township was completely destroy­ 
ed by flames 
on 
Monday 
afternoon 
together with practically 
all

contents. 
A large percentage of the 
(ohs is covered by insuialice which Mr.

secured 
only last 
Saturday 
through the agency of D P. 
Delap, 
Bendersville. 
Mr. Cook lives alone and had come 
to Gettysburg to attend to some busi­ 
ness. About three o’clock in the after­ 
noon a neighbor, Harry 
Bitser, saw 
smoko near the roof but thought it 
came from the chimney. 
Hood, how­ 
ever, he saw flames in the second story 
and then gave the alarm. 
Neighbors 
and people from Bendersville reached 
the scene but when they got there the 
house was beyond heing saved and all 
they could do was to get out some of 
the furniture from the first floor. This 
was carried to a place of 
safety and 
constitutes everything that escaped the 
Are. 
Mr. Cook returned from Gettysburg, 
leaving bere at four o’clock without 
knowing anything cf the fire. He was 
told as moo ii as he reached Bendersville 
Station of the calamity which had be­ 
fallen his home but refused to believe 
it until his 
attention was 
directed 
towards hit home,the blase still being 
visible from the Station. 
He at once 
hurried home then hut found only the 
walls stand lug. 
What caused th** fire w ill never tie 
known.

or a defective chimney but whether or

This story was tol<T, me by an Eng 
llshman who had grown old in the 
civil service In India. We were sitting 
in the smoking room of a liner between 
Southampton and New York: 
The people of India are the most 
sensitive as well as the most merciless 
people of the world. 
An Indian will 
treat one he dishes to destroy with 
the most flattering attention while he 
is planning to kill him. 
Ile always 
strikes in the dark—that Is, wlieu he 
kills with steel. But it is with poison 
that Indians do their most artistic m ur­ 
derous work. 
They have studied the 
science of poison for ages. They have 
poison rings, poison perfumes, poison 
flowers.. But the strangest of all la a 
poison human being. They will feed a 
person on a certain poison til) be has 
absorbed so much of it that his very 
breath Is noxious to one unused to 
what the poison person la saturated 
with. 
I had a narrow escape from death 
when I was in India. It was when I 
first went out there aa a youngster and 
had no idea of the secret dangers to 
be incurred. 
That which an Indian is 
most Jealous of is a woman. Any Eu­ 
ropean who attem pts the slightest fa­ 
miliarity with one of them is in im­ 
minent danger of his life. 
If they 
would give a fellow a chance It 
wouldn’t be quite so terrible, but they 
won’t 
He is either murdered In the 
dark or poisoned. 
I was just twenty years old when I 
landed in Calcutta to take position In 
a British bouse dealing in opium and 
the goods of the country: Later I was 
sent Into the Interior to buy curios, 
two of us being sent together for 
greater safety. Bob Britton, not much 
older thau myself, was my companion. 
In one of tbs towns we beard of a 
rajah whose brother or acme other 
relative had died childless, and the 
rajah bad inherited his effects. 
Not 
caring to keep duplicates, he bad offer­ 
ed to sell many articles. 
Bob aud I 
called on him. and he exhibited his 
wares, treating us at the same time 
royally. 
While we were bargaining 
be feasted us in the room occupied by 
the women, which was a great honor. 
Unfortunately for Bob aud me we 
drank too much wine. 
Being permitted to roam where we 
pleased, we devoted ourselves each to 
a pretty Indian girl. Presently I miss­ 
ed Boti. 
He and the girl he was with 
had strolled away Into a sort of In 
closed summer garden. 
I invited my 
compaulou lo go off in the same way. 
but she gave me a look thut was all 
the warning I needed. I contented my­ 
self with remaining with the others 
Bob and the girl he was with re 
malned awny from the rest of us for 
some time. 
When he returned be ap- 
l>eared to tie quite proud of himself, 
though the girl’s face wore a fright 
ened look. 
As soon as we were alone 
be told me that be bad taken the 
sweetest kine be bad ever tasted. 
I 
asked bim if be was sure he was un 
observed, and he said he saw no one 
about, but while his ll|is touched the 
girl’s she bud uttered a suppressed 
scream. It was Immediately after this 
that the two returned 
When we rejoined the rajah be ex 
pressed a hope that we bad enjoyed 
ourselves. 
He was very effusive iii 
his offers of hospitality aud friendship 
He asked us bow we were pleased with 
the ladles, and when we expressed 
ourselves delighted be said that we 
had not seen the most beautiful 
He 
clapped bls hands, a servant appeared. 
be gave an order In a tongue we did 
not understand, the servant withdrew. 
and In a few minutes our host led us 
Into another room where were asseal 
bled several of the handsomest Indian 
women I have ever eeen. 
The rajah 
introduced us. then left us. saying 
that be would take a nap. 
One of tbs women, apparently with 
the consent of the others, took Bob un 
der ber especial care, another took 
me, and it wasn’t long before, under 
pretense of showing us some of the 
rajah** moat valuable curios, they led 
us Into a suit of rooms Ailed with 
enough rare articles to stock a muse 
urn. 
Bob and I soon got Into separate 
rooms. 
My eomimuion aud I seated 
ourselves on a divan and were chat 
ting about the curlew when I noticed 
that abe had been using some strange 
perfume. 
She gradually drew nearer 
to me. and I noticed a deathly sick 
ness coming ever me. 
An instinct of 
self pc enervation. I suppose, led me to 
get up from the divan. 
My next idea 
was to find Bob. I staggered Into an 
other room 
There wa* Bob with bls 
Ups glued to thoee of the girl he was 
with. 
Seeing me. she unwound her 
anne from about him, and be fell to 
the floor. 
I went to him, bent over 
him and knew that he was dead. 
There was a door near by opening 
into a garden. I managed to get to it 
and passed out. The fresh air revived 
me, and, regaining the strength of my 
legs. I ran like a deer anywhere to get 
away from the horrible death I bad 
barely escaped. 
I returned to Calcutta and told my 
story. 
Nothing could be done In the 
m atter; It is not the policy of the Brit­ 
ish government to punish Indians who 
take revenge on Europeans for such 
offenses. 
Britton’s sudden death re­ 
ceived no official notice whatever. 
I 
was considered to have made a lucky 
escape. 
There has never been any doubt in 
my mind that the two girls who affect 
sd Bob and me had been fed on a 
poison and were In the rajah's service 
as secret executioners.

MEXICAN CRISIS 
UP TO CONGRESS 


Hail of Bullets From Mschine Guns 
Foil In Douglas, Ari*., and Sevsrai 
Americans Wert Injured, One Fa- 


i 
taliy.

Douglas, Arle., April 18.—An all day 
1 battle took place at Agua Prieta, op­ 
posite this point. The rebels still bold 
their position and have captured two 
federal rapid fire guns. 
The loss of life has been heavy, 
the federal loss being estimated at 
from IOO to 200. 
The rebel commander at Agua Prie­ 
ta estimated the federal dead at sev­ 
enty-five. The rebel losses were at that 
time twenty dead and fifty wounded. 
The rebels bad brought twenty dead 
into the town of Agua Prieta, and with 
their loss so heavy the federal loss 
must be much heavier, as the feder­ 
als fought in the open a great deal of 
the time. 
Despite the fact that the United 
States troops compelled the residents 
of Douglas to keep far from that side 
of the town nearest the fighting, John 
Hamilton, an American, was struck 
in the breast and probably fatally in- 
I lured by a Mexican bullet while stand­ 
ing in the central part of Douglas. 
Several others were wounded, among 
them Oscar Goll, a newspaper man, 
who was shot in the head. 
This incident, following the kilning 
of 
two 
Americans in Douglas Last 
Thursday by stray bullets, and coming 
immediately 
after 
President 
Taft'a 
warning to the Mexican government 
and the direct demands made upon 
both rebels and federals by Colonel 
Shank, commanding the United States 
cavalry 
at 
Douglas, to avoid firing 
across the frontier, is fraught with 
menace of serious international com­ 
plications. 
A force of 1500 federals attacked the 
rebels, intrenched at Agua Prieta, the 
Mexican loonier town, pra<tieally ad­ 
joining Douglas. 
They were driven 
back and the rebels held every posi­ 
tion which they held when the fed­ 
eral advance began. 
Mrs. Alice 
Gattliff, an American 
woman, who remained In Agua Prieta 
with the Stars and Stripes flying above 
ber little carlo store, telephoned to 
Douglas that she was unhurt. Lopez, 
the rebel chief, who had been in her 
store, told her that the federals, ad­ 
vancing across the open ground, had 
lost heavily in killed and wounded. 
When the firing ceased the Ameri­ 
cas troops had forced the Dougas resi­ 
dents back to Sixth street, which was 
within three blocks of the center of 
the city. 
After a respite of half an hour an 
other attack by the repulsed feredals 
began. The insurgents, taking advan­ 
tage of the respite by digging two 
trenches, returned 
th© 
attack 
with 
vigor. 


Rebel Sharpshooters Pick Off Gunners 


The rebel force comprises 1000 men, 
under "Red" Lopes, 
and 
reinforce­ 
ments, coming up In the rear of the 
federals, 600 men, under Cabral, are 
houri}’ expected. The advantage gain­ 
ed by the rebels was due, In large 
part, to the shrewdness of Lopez, who 
placed sharpshooters in such positions 
that they commanded the positions 
taken by the federal machine guns. 
Time and again the rebel marksmen 
covered the ground around the ma­ 
chine guns with dead and wounded 
men, with uo one standing to man 
the guns. 
When they were finally in action 
the steel missiles tore up the ground 
and passed 
through 
houses in the 
American town as well as ploughed 
up the turf protecting the rebels, who 
say their loss is light. 
The federal loss is apparently very 
heavy. 
The hall of bullets from the federal 
machine guns fell far within the con­ 
fines of the city of Douglas. 
It was 
evident from the outset that the battle 
was to be decisive. Both sides exhibit­ 
ed desperate courage. 
The 
federals 
began by massing 
themselves to the 
southeast of 
the 
town and moved slowly within rifle 
range of the rebel position. The in 
surrectoB. facing in three directions, 
lay low In the trenches or fiat on the 
open ground. The federal’s fire raked 
over them and Into both Agua Prieta 
and Douglas. It was evident from the 
heavy firing that the casualties on 
both sides were destined to be very 
heavy, and twenty rebels have already 
been brought into Agua Prieta. 
The steel missiles from the federal 
guns 
carried far over the Interna­ 
tional line and plowed their way Into 
the buildings facing along Second and 
Third streets in Douglas and dug up 
the ground here and there over the 
whole southern end of the American 
city. 
With the firing of the first shot, 
Colonel Shunk ordered out all the 
American cavalry available in Doug 
las. They were rushed quickly to the 
border and took up positions along the 
line. Many of these men were exposed 
to the fire of the Mexican troops, al­ 
though 
there 
were 
no 
casualties 
among them during the early part of 
the battle.

Instead of awaiting the customary 
period for a formal reply from Mexico 
the departm ent asked for immediate 
assurances that there would be no 
more fighting th at endangered Ameri­ 
cans In the border towns. Information 
was requested also as to what meas 
urea the authorities had taken to pre­ 
vent future combats of this kind. 
A few hours after the departm ent 


Americans were present. 
in offering a toast to President Taft 
Count Koniura said sincere friendship 
bad “Guilt a foundation which ( annot 
be shaken by a campaign of falsehood 
and m isrepresentation, which is being 
pro—coted with an ingenuity worthy 
of a bet*er cause.” 
"This treaty,” he added, "owes its 
existence largely to the active interest 
and wise statesm anship of President 
Taft." 
Responding. Mr. O’Brien toasted the

It is believed that the am bassa­ 
dor explained to Mr. Taft the landing 
of the British marines at San Quen 
tin, Mex., last week. He was able to 
tell the president the landing was only 
after Americans—and it was explained 
that Americans came first- and Brit­ 
ish subjects asked for protection that 
toe British vessel of war put the ma 
rines ashore. 
President Taft bas told callers that 
he does not contem plate sending a 
special message to congress relating 
to the condition of affairs In Mexico 
He has shown to leaders of both the 
senate and house the confidential cor* 
re sp o n d e n t dealing with Mexico. He 
reels that few, if any, of those who 
have been taken Into bis confidence 
have failed to agree with him that the 
movement of troops to Texas was Jus 
titled. He thinks that since the lead 
ers in congress have practically all 
the information he has it is their duty 
to take any further action. 
The president himself has let it be 
known that no United States troops 
would cross the line unless authorized 
by congress, and Secretary of War 
I H« kin son confirmed that statem ent.

Belief That W orst Foe of Stone Fruit 
Growers Is Under Control. 
The Rural 
New 
Yorker says that 
brown rot, the most destructive fu n­ 
gous disease known to the peach or­ 
chardist, bas finally .been put under 
control. 
J. H. Hale of Georgia aud 
Connecticut paid his respects to the 
brown 
rot disease in the follow ing 
term s: 
“T he brown rot is so great a 
factor for evil in the raising of peaches 
for the m arket that in a few years 
more it would have accomplished the 
com plete failure of my orchard plant 
in the state o f Georgia 
W e can m as­ 
ter or control every other enemy o f 
the peach by up to date methods and 
precautions, but until now we have 
had no weapon that u’ould touch the 
brown rot fungus.” 
And then he con­ 
tinued to say that “the use of the self 
Imbed lim e sulphur spray as a foliage 
treatm ent for the ;>eaeh tree, recently 
discovered by W . II. F ott of the United 
States departm ent of igriculture. alone 
would sw ing the futar> status o f my 
fortune from failure to success.” 
The Im portance of this spray to Mr. 
Hale 
reaches 
to every 
other peach 
grow er in the country, with som ew hat 
less force, except perhaps, to orchard­ 
ists In the arid regions o f the west 
where the clim atic conditions are un­ 
friendly to the career o f the d estruc­ 
tive fungus. 
I d the early peach sec­ 
tion o f Georgia the work o f Mr. Scott 
m eans the restoration of prosperous 
peach growing, where recently the in­ 
dustry has had to be abandoned solely 
on account o f brown rot. 
Gradually 
iu Ute past fifteen years the peach belt 
has been pushed farther south into 
the humid regions o f Georgia for the

It is more im portant 
th at ail the bridges and culverts be in 
good condition than th at gll the roads 
be kept in first class repair, for if the 
road Is to be used a t all the culverts 
and bridges m ust be kept Jip. 
It la 
not often that a road gets so bad that 
it la impassable, but this la a common 
occurrence with culverts and bridges. 
The old ford la a thing of the past, and 
almost 
without exception the worst 
places in the road are a t the culvert 
sites. 
They generftiy are from tw o 
iuches to ten inches above or below 
the road surface and often* have a 
mudhole on either side and are in

glndly drive around them lf we could

of the stone sud concrete culverts are 
only covered sufficiently to keep them 
in plac e. 
They are like a series of bar­ 
rels half burU*d Iii the road, no attem pt 
tieing 
made to build approaches to 
them 
Different state highway commissions 
have defined cu lverts aa structures 
having spans of less than four feet 
to teu feet, 
lo this discussion I as­ 
sume that 
ail structures under ten 
feet are culverts. 
At the present time practically all col 
verts in K ansas are too small to carry 
the wuter that comes to them. 
The 
m atter of the required a m i ie one 
that has been given very little Etten 
tion. 
Good stone laid in cem ent m ortar la 
very satisfactory either in arch or fiat 
top slab construction for culverts. 
If 
slabs are used a four foot clear apan 
would 
require 
that 
the 
flagstones 
should he tw elve Inches thick. 
Six 
feet is close to the safe maximum span 
for the fiat top stoue culvert. 
Many 
tim es stone abutm ents are built and a 
re-enforced concrete slab placed on top.

lengthening the apan without making

would in most cases result In a mud 
hole on either aide of IL 
W here the 
foundations are not 
first cia aa and 
there la danger of the structure set­ 
tling the flat top ta also to be prefer 
red, as the forces are ail vertical and 
the top Is self supporting. 
If the abut­ 
ments do settle the top can be readily 
Jacked up into place and adjusted, 
while in the arch form there la very 
tittie th at can be done to repair injury 
by settlem ent 


Horse Notes. 
Behind the un curried horse rides a 
worried man. 
About six months of age la the prop­ 
er time to wean a strong foal. 
Horse manure la much better to be 
mixed with other manure and worked 
over by swine. 
Provide a clean, dry bed and never 
allow’ u horse to lie on bare boards o r 
stand Iii wet manure. 
When the foal is taken aw ay from 
the mare he should have a box stall 
that is well lighted and ventilated.
